Recently in the naturalization of some foreign 


bom, the justice of the supreme court of North 


Dakota took occasion to enlighten those fresh ly 
made American citizens upon their duties and 
responsibilities as such. They had taken an oath 
to perform the duties and to discharge the obli­ 
gations devolving upon citizens of the United 
States. 
The question comes naturally to one*s mind, 
how large a portion of those of us who are native 
and to the manner bom have in their minds as 
a controlling principle, obedience to the constitu­ 
tion of the United States and to laws enacted 
thereunder? 
It would not be a bad idea at all, 
if each man and woman arriving at the voting 
age, should say that he, or she has read the con­ 
stitution and required to take the oath to support 
the constitution before the casting of his or her 
vote.

The North Dakota supreme court justice took 
pains to explain at some length to the newly made 
citizens the how, $nd why of the constitution, 
from which explanation we quoter “When the 13 
colonies sent delegates to the constitutional con­ 
vention to frame a constitution for the colonies, 
the step was t^ken because it was felt that a 
greater unity was essential to the general wel­ 
fare, and at the same time there should be some 
restraints and checks upon the impulses of men 
and upon the temptation of arbitrary majorities 
to disregard minority rights, that lead too often 
to unjust and ill-considered action. The constitu­ 
tion was framed, submitted to the colonies and 
finally approved in 1798.**
